Atlanta streets in a reasonable state of repair, City Con- 
struction Chief Clarke Donaldson yesterday announced he

$42,500 extra allocation to employ and equip 


three additonal repair and maintenance crews. 


Donaldson said he will take 
his request to the April 14 meet- 
ing of City Council’s Public 
Works Committee and that he 
will insist on action which will 
“enable us to do the job which 
is expected of us and one to 
which the public is entitled.” 

Under the plan, two of the 
crews will be composed of prison 
labor while the third will have 

‘free labor and will work Satur- 

days and Sundays ih congested 
downtown Atlanta. Equipment 
for the three crews will cost 
$17,800 and labor costs will be 
$24,700 for the remainder of the 
year. 

Donaldson’s decision -came 
after a conference with Col. Rex 
LeFevre, streets engineer, dur- 
ing which it developed that the 
two maintenance crews now 
maintained are wholly inade- 
quate to meet repair demands. 

“We have recognized for some 
time past that we did not have 
sufficient manpower. to maintain 
the streets in a reasonable state 
of repair,” Donaldson said.

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Some Figures To Ponder 


Atlanta just grows and grows. 

Yesterday the Chamber of Commerce 
Industrial Bureau came up with the fig- 
ures from its latest survey. There are, it 


- said, 590,000 persons in the metropolitan 


area, an increase of 25,000 in the past 12 
months. 


That is, also, a gain of almost 150,000 


_ since the 1940 census, which gave the met- 


ropolitan area 442,294. 

These figures give Atlantans reason 
for optimism. But a careful analysis also 
will give the thoughtful something to 
ponder over. 

Significantly, the gain shown by the 
Sity of Atlanta is not in proportion to 
that registered by the metropolitan area. 


In fact, the survey found the trend con-— 


tinues to favor development of unincor- 
porated areas while the city lags behind. 
Fulton and DeKalb Counties, for instance, 
gained 21,000 persons since the survey 
last year, but only 4,000 of that increase 
was in the corporate limits of Atlanta. 
While the metropolitan area gained 
one third from 1940 to 1949, Atlanta itself 
increased only a little more than 18 per- 
cent. 3 . 


One of 15 States 


Because Dr. Joe Echols, of Cedartown 
ahd Atlanta, has a keen memory and an 
observing eye, he has recovered his auto- 
mobile stolen last July.

In contrast, the thriving city of De- 
catur has gained 48.5 percent since 1940; 
East Point, 82 percent; College Park, 73 
percent; Hapeville, 96 percent, and Avon- 
dale, which had only 569 persons in 1940, 
86 percent. 

The growth of the four-county area 
comprised of Fulton, DeKalb, Cobb and 
Clayton counties was 34.6 percent, a lit- 
tle less than twice the rate of gain shown 
by the City of.Atlanta. 

There isn’t much room for Atlanta 
proper to gain. It is hemmed in on all 
sides by incorporated cities or_unincor- 
porated communities which so far have 
declined to join with the city. Yet all 
of us depend in large measure on the 
nerve center of it all—the City of At- 
lanta. When, and if, it begins to weaken 
all of us will feel it. 

Atlanta, as well as -the surrounding 
area, will be penalized for that fact. The 
1950 census will list Atlanta as a city of 
less than 400;000 when in reality, if the 
present rate of increase continues, it will 
be the center of more than 600,000. 

It is a situation which those interested 
in continued growth of the city and the 
area will find well worth thinking about.

For Better Fishing--and Farming 


Fishing, always a favorite sport for a 
great many, is extending its following. 


So declares the Eatonton Messenger, 
which supports its claim with reports 
from hardware dealers who say they 
nevér before have had so many calls for 
anglers’ supplies. 

And the comforting aspect is that fish- 
ermen are not sitting idly by the hour 
with hardly a nibble. They are catching 
fish. 
“Oldtimers,” said: the Messenger, “at- 
tribute the abounding streams to high 
waters during the past two Winters along 
with soil conservation practices in the 
county.” 

It quotes fishermen as saying “streams 
are just naturally clearer now.” 


And the Messenger recalls “the old 
days when Putnam’s hills were washing 
away, the creeks were filled with mud 
and the least little rain made them look 
like red ink. Today, with -the Putnam 
hills covered in green, the water does 
not carry nearly so much soil into the 


streams. Now the fish have better grow- 
ing conditions and the results local fish- 
ermen have been getting attest to the 
fact.” 

Those “old days” to which the Messen- 
ger refers were not so long ago as the 
phrase implies. They were, in fact, with- 
in the memory of most teen-agers. Only 
in the past few years has soil conserva- 
tion gathered much headway and you can 
count on the fingers of one hand the 
years since streams began to be notice- 
ably clearer. 

They are getting clearer. Not only in 
Putnam but all over Georgia. You can 
see it from the bridges along the high- 
ways. There still is far too much soil 
finding its way into the streams, but as 
soil conservation practices are extended 
there will be less’ and less. And in a 
few more years our streams may be more 
nearly like they were before destructive 
farming practices began sending some of 
our best soil into the waters. 

That will be a better day for fishing 
and farming alike. 


_ There is talk that this is the month of deci- 
sion—that this April, this month when poets 
sigh with love; when the iris takes on a lovelier 

sheen; when the birds twitter at daybreak; when the crocus is up

Dan er There is dangef everywhere in the world. But the 
g great danger in America is depression danger. No set 
of politicians, in or out of power, would dare plot to bring about 
a depression, which some say would be “healthy” for us. They 
might wish to do so to smash Truman. But to do so would be to 
smash us all. r 

A depression would swing the country so far to the left that 
Mr. Roosevelt would be enshrined in the hearts of the Union 
League members as the arch conservative of his time. Indeed, I 
believe there are those who already are beginning to sigh for the 
more normal times of the late Squire of Hyde Park. 


Veterans We have about 11,000,000 veterans. They saw what 

this country could do in war. They saw its produc- 
tion. They are a product of a certain amount of regulation and 
of Government control. They and their families would no more 
put up with a depression and any proposal] to let the economic 
forces of supply and demand work out their raw and harsh decisions 
than they would endure Communism. Add to them. the forces 
of labor and the white-collar workers, who would also be decimated. 
Add to them, also, the farmers who remember the Hoover days. 
There just would be no chance at all of retaining our system of 
Government. We would have, as quickly as we could have elec- 
tions, Government control—permanent control—of all major in- 
dustries and raw materials. Few of those who would so vote 
now wish or envision such a thing. But keep in mind that a boy 
or a girl who was 15 in 1929 when the stock market broke is 35 
years old today and has never known any mature thought which 
did not include the Government’s travail with the depression, the 
Government at war with the forces of Germany. A young man 
graduated from college in the Spring of 1930 would have been 
about 20-years of age. He is now near 40 years old. 


Wants None of these—or few, at least—wants socialism, But 

they would not hesitate to demand Government. control 
if times were really “hard.” They have known that and to them 
it is quite routine. 

I fear Communism only insofar as it is not exposed and as 
the people are not able to recognize it for what it is.. It has no 
hold on the American mind. It has no roots in our soil, our 
legend, our culture or our tradition. But the thought of a de- 
pression frightens me badly, and not merely because of what it 
might mean to me and mine. 


Sto So, with a defense budget of $15,000,000,000 and substan- 
ry tial, if lessening, demands from foreign natioms through 
ECA and normal channels of trade, I can’t make my meager 
knowledge of economics parlay all that into a depression. Also, 
it reminds me of the Br’er Rabbit story: 

“An’ den, chile, Br’er Rabbit he climb a tree...” 

“But, Uncle Remus, rabbits can’t climb trees.” 
ie “Dis time, honey, Br’er Rabbit, he jes’ ’bleeged to climb er 

ee.” 

This time, we are just “ ’bleeged” not to have a depression. 

If we should have one, the inevitable drastic economic planning, 
with American labor in key positions in the planning, would create 
a political and economic situation which would never again be able 
to return to its former shape, the one we now possess. 

The next person you hear saying that a depression might be 
healthy for us—well, look closely at him. Such a person ignores 
events about us which may determine, despite all our efforts, 
what we do or do not do—or become. So, come on, April!

New Life for a Parolee--13 Years Old 


The State Board of Pardons and Paroles and a welfare worker have just written a bright 


new chapter in the life of a 13-year-old white girl. 


Note the age—13. We were shocked when a list 


of prisoners being paroled included the name of a 13-year-old white girl — not/shocked that she 
should be paroled, but shocked that a girl that young had been held in Dattnall State Prison. Even 
more shocking than her imprisonment, however, was this child’s sordid life story. 


It hit a climax when she was sentenced to 
serve 12 months in the penitentiary for im- 
moral conduct. The tria’ judge suspended the 
sentence, but‘he soon had to revoke the suspen- 
sion and send the girl to Tattnall. 


Prison officials and parole officials are em- 
barrassed over having a child this young locked 
up in a prison. When parole officers began in- 
vestigating the possibility of getting the girl 
out of the bad surroundings of a prison, they 
learned that the State Prison was the finest 
home this child had ever had. 

She much preferred living in prison to return- 
ing to the home of her father—as a matter of 
fact, she said she would stay in jail rather than 
go back to that home. 

Listen to the story of one “juvenile delin- 
quent” as it unfolded in the investigation of 
parole and welfare workers: 


When the girl was seven years old and 
ill, her mother ran away from home with 
two soldiers. The father married again— 
twice. Both stepmothers were unkind te 
the child. The girl began running away from 
home. The father constantly beat her when 
he found her. Finally, she said-she feared 
to return home because her father wanted 
to put her in jail. Eventually, she was 
picked up for immoral conduct and sent to 
prison. 

Now through the interest of a _ welfare 
worker and the Parole Board, the girl—who has 
had no education at all—is out of prison and is 
in the home of a couple who want to help re 
habilitate her. 

That is some of the drama that comes be- 
fore the two new members of the Parole Board, 
Mrs. Rebecca Rainey and Eugene Wilburn. 
Chairman Ed Everett, a career parole official, 
a become accustomed to all kinds of sordid 
stories. 


Big Leaguers in the Old Days 


After the Boston Braves beat the Athletics four straight in the 
1914 World’s Series, much to the surprise of everyone, including 
their manager, George Stallings, I was talking to Johnny Evers, 
the splinter who played second base. 

“We rode them good,” said Johnny in explaining the outcome. 
“We had most of them so up in the air they couldn’t even spit 
and hit the ground. And Collins was as bad as any of them.” 


“What did you ride him about?” I inquired casually, being inter- | 
_ ested because Eddie Collins had gone to college with me and I had | 


known him long before he ever became a Big Leaguer. 

“Oh,” answered Evers, “we kept yelling at him, ‘So you’d throw 
a pal down for $50, would you?’ Then we’d go on from there.” 

“Who was this pal?” I asked. 

“Why, you were.” 

This surprised me no little so I began to trace the remark and 
soon found its source. In those days as a happy ghost writer I had 
many ballplayers covering World’s Series, so when I approached 
Evers in advance, he asked me about Collins. I explained truth- 
fully I had spoken to him, but he said he had a better offer than 
mine, about $50 more, and I advised him to take it. Anyway, we 
had all. we could handle. But quick-witted Johnny Evers made the 
most of my off-hand crack. 


For several years I traveled with the Giants and now I 
admit I should have paid for the privilege rather than 
collecting. First, there was McGraw, who was raw color as a 
manager. -Then we had Mathewson, Larry Doyle, Mike Donlin 
and, among ,the writers, Damon Runyon, Bozeman Bulger, Sid 
Mercer and Grantland Rice, all dead now except Rice and me. 

It was on the last Western trip in 1911, the Giants were fight- 
ing for the pennant, and McGraw had his men running bases at 
such a rate they would slide ‘the seats out of their pants every two 
or three days, and we would have to get a new consignment to 
keep the athletes from getting arrested fof indecent exposure. 
Josh Devore was playing left field, which was the sun garden, as 
we writers of that vintage called it, when he dropped a fly ball 
which blew the game. McGraw went after him about it, demanding 
to know what was the matter with him.

. : “Well, I’ll tell you, Mac,” explained Josh, “I got 
Manicurist a manicure this morning and the girl put on too 
much polish so the sun blinded me when it shone off my nails.” 

“If I catch you with another manicure before the baseball sea- 
son is over, you’ll be fined $100,” answered the manager. 

It turned out Josh had been stuck on a manicurist in the Schen- 
ley Hotel barbershop in Pittsburgh, and she wouldn’t make a date 
with him, but he solved this problem by having three manicures 
in succession, so no wonder his nails shone.

~ McGraw played hunches and superstitions, so 
Poor Charlie that’s wae “sd didn’t chase Charlie Faust out of 
the clubhouse when he showed up claiming to be a pitcher. The 
poor crackpbtt traveled with us because the Giant manager thought 
he would keep the players in good spirits. He did all right. ‘They 
loaded his suitcase with rocks and then told him all bal) players 
carried their own bags. They would send him on a roundabout 
route to the hotel from the station while they rode in taxicabs. 
I believe he was the first to fall for the idea that the little ham- 
mocks in Pullman berths were special equipment for pitchers so 
they could put their arms in them at night to avoid jolts. Poor 
Charlie appeared the next morning, claiming he couldn’t sleep 
on account of keeping his arm hung up all night.

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Behind Truman‘s Overtures to Congress

DESPITE GLOOMY administration warnings 
of a deficit this fiscal year, Treasury insiders are 
privately predicting that the government will 
wind up in the black on June 30. 

Their guess is a surprise ef around one bil- 
lion dollars. 

In the President’s budget message, he fore- 
cast a drop in income-tax returns of around 
$2,600,000,000. On that basis, he estimated a 
$600,000,000 deficit. Tax returns have slumped, 
but far less than forecast by the President, So 
far, they are running around $800,000,000 less 
than last year and Internal Revenue experts esti- 
mate that the total will not be much over one 
billion dollars. 

That is less than half the President’s figure, 
and the reason why Treasury insiders privately 
are predicting a billion-dollar surplus instead of 


a $600,000,000 deficit. 


NEWS OF the appointment of Dr. .Frank

U. S. Forest Service, whose principal worry is 
forest fires. A couple of years ago they were 
excited about dropping ice on the clouds to pro- 
duce rain to order. What they wanted was an 
automatic er system on a cosmic scale 
to douse those blazes. 


This seemed te work at least part of 
the time, but mere mortals interfered. They 
threatened suit when the aerial ice men 
kept it from raining jn one spot, which was 
expecting a storm, and caused ao a ag 


committee which must produce the money for 
the iodine squirters. 


True, agreed Dr. E. 
Chief of the Forestry Service, 
why he’s about quit the rain-making busi- 
ness. The Weather Bureau, anyhow, has a 
better idea. The chief cause of forest fires 
is lightning, so why not eliminate that? 


“You mean you are trying to take the light- 
ning out of the clouds?” inquired the incred- 
ulous Rep. H. Carl Andersen, of Minnesota. 

That’s right, replied the doc. The Weather 
Bureau is spraying selected clouds, as they form, 
with an iodine compound and so draws their 
fangs. Nobody’s threatened any lawsuits about 
that.

West won with the 
Ace and for want of anything 
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better to do continued with the 
Ace of Diamonds. East made a 
useless discard, declarer ruffed, 
extracted trumps and claimed 
the balance of the tricks. 

East’s discard on the Ace of 
Diamonds was very thoughtless. 
The eight of Hearts was of no 
earthly use to him and he should 
have ruffed his partner’s good 
trick with the hope that it might 
force a high trump and thus de- 
velop something for his partner.
